tory of Charles F. Filer, who was lib- 
crated from state prison a pardoned 
man this week to begin upon a life of 
usefulness as a successful inventor, is 
a faithful woman, Mrs. Clement E.

When Filer was convicted of rob- 


bing a grocery store in Shiloh, Cum- 
berland county, and sentenced for 10 
years in 1896, Mrs. Hill determined 
that although in 
prison he should 


have some one to watch over him. 
All Filer's friends had deserted him, 
but she stood faithful, declaring that 
the lack of means to enable the man 
to prosecute his inventions turned his 
head and hand to stealing. 


The aunt came to Trenton as soon 


as the prison doors closed on Filer. 
Visiting 
the prison 
and watching 


where the men walked going to their 
cells, Mrs. Hill espied a back window 
of a. house opposite the prison which 
commanded a view down the prison 
corridor. 
She rented this room. 
It 


was on tae third floor of the house. 
Although lame and bent 
with the 


weight of CO years, she climbed the 
stairs daily to see Filer go swinging 
by in the prison 
lockstep with the 


other convicts. 
Every visiting day, 


rain or slrine, saw her at the jail to 
talk the full allotted time with Filer. 
Then she would go to her room and 
watch. 


Filer felt the strong woman's 'Influ- 


ence. He grew hopeful. His natural 
inventive genius began to hare plaj^ 
He conceived an improvement for the 
sewing machine. 
It was tried and it 


proved a success. 


Filer had been a valued inventor 


with the Singer sewing machine peo- 
ole in Philadelphia and he understood 
the limitations of the modern sewing 
machine. "With something to do whei 
his sentence was finished Filer asked 
for a patent, received it and became 
the superintendent of the sewing ma- 
chine company, formed here to market 
his invention, receiving J50.000 cash 
and |1C -jOO in stock, besides the posi- 
tion.

CHOLERA IN PHILIPPINES 


Surgeon Says Our Army Has 


Fought Disease Bravely. 


PRECAUTIONS TAKEN PEOM FIE8T 


Spread of Malady Is Dcxiiite Hard 


Work, ClmtiuB Dr. Wallace K. Park- 
man—Not Surprlued at Increawe Be- 
vauae tlie Filipinos Are Igiioruiit of 
Sanitary ReKnlatlou«. 
Dr. Wallace E. Parkman of San 


Francisco, surgeon in the aimy, gives 
this account of the outbreak of chol- 
era in the Philippines, says the New 
York Herald: 


"I was in Manila last February when 


the cholera broke out. It h'ist ap- 
peared arnonjf the Filipinos in the Ton- 
do district of Manila, which is popu- 
lated with the -very poorest of the na- 
tives. Camp Wallace was situated on 
the Luueta about four miles from the 
infected district. 


"The army surgeons and bo.ird Of 


health consulted, and it was thought 
advisable to abandon Camp Wallace 
All the troops awaitiqg transportation 
to the United States" were ordered to 
the Santa Mesa hospital, which was 
*turned into a detention camp. They, 
as well as the city, were kept in strict 
quarantine. 


"Notwithstanding all the precautions, 


the disease not only increased in Ma- 
nila, but spread rapidly to the prov- 
inces. 
At that time no whites had 


been attacked. 
Hospitals and deten- 


tion camps were established at once 
for the care of the afflicted. Wherever 
a case was found all contacts were 
promptly sent to the detention camps 
and kept in quarantine five days pro- 
;idmg no new case was developed 
among them. 
The patient would, be 


immediately transferred by special am- 
bulance to the cholera hospital at San 
Lazaro. 


"The people of Manila came out roy- 


ally "and offered Major Maus, chief 
health officer, every assistance in their 
power. 
Nothing more in the world 


could be done from a medical and san- 
itary standpoint than was being done 
by the Manila board of Health. 


"The 
difficulties 
we 
encountered 


^fere that the Filipinoa-' knew nothing 
Of sanitary regulations, and it was 
hard to get them to understand that 
the treatment we laid out for them 
was the proper course to pursue. The 
board of health even had sterilized 
water placed at various points every 
da}' for use for drinking, cooking and 
bathing? The Filipinos did not take 
well to the boon offered until they saw 
some of the brighter ones do so. The 
sale of all fresh vegetables was stop- 
ped, 
and the natives were coached as 


to proper food and its preparation. 


"Before I left for home some of the 


Americans and English were taken 
with the disease. There were then, 
so far as I knew, no deaths among 
them. These men -would submit will- 
ingly to the treatment, 
and their 


chances wore good. 


"I am not surprised to learn from the 


latest reports that cholera is on the 
increase, b'jt I can conscientiously say 
that it cannot be attributed to any 
.shortcomings on the part of the boaid 
of health or the officers serving there, 
for they worked incessantly.

Major F. A. Meacham was an illustra- 
tion of the fine workers who are rep- 
resenting the United States on the is- 
land! 
His death was attributed to 


overwork during the present epidemic. 


"The cauae of the. .outbreak-vwas at- 


tributed to fresh vegetables brought 
from Hongkong, where the disease 
was epidemic. Others put ft down to 
the entrance of an infected Chinaman. 


"The treatment we used there was 


the preparation of benzozone which 
was furnished by the board of health. 
We found that it worked admirably, 
and many cases recovered. In con- 
junction with the benzozone the treat- 
ment was symptomatic. 


"I certainly do not think that the 


outbreak will be anything like what 
it has been heretofore, simply because 
the sanitary condition of Manila has 
been vastly improved since the Amer- 
ican occupation."

A Heataen «»* a, BrIIKoncy That 


Are Al»*olately Painful Pervade the 
•Whole Place—Rnlea Wfciclt thr In- 
habitamt* Mart Observe. 
Far up In northern Holland among 


the dikes and canals of the little king- 
dom lies Broeck, the original Spotless 
Town. The palings of the fences of 
Broeck are sky blue. The streets arc 
paved with shining bricks of many col- 
ors. The houses are rose colored, 
black, gray, purple, light blue or pale 
green. The doors are painted and jiild- 
ed. For hours you may not see a soul 
in the streets or at the windows. The 
streets and bouses, bridges, windows 
and barns show a neatness and a bril- 
liancy that are absolutely painful. At 
every step a new effect is disclosed, a 
new scene is beheld, as if painted upon 
the drop curtain of a stage. Every- 
thing is minute, compact, painted, 
spotless and clean. In the houses of 
Broeck for cleaning purposes you will 
find big brooms, little brooms, tooth- 
brushes, aqua fortis, whiting for the 
window panes, rouge for the forks and 
spoons, coal dust for the copper, emery 
for the iron utensils, brick powder for 
the floors and even small splinters of 
wood with which to pick out the tiny 
bits of straw in the cracks between the 
bricks. Here are some of the rules of 
this wonderful town: 


Citizens must leave their shoes at the 


door when entering a house. 
Before or after sunset no one Is allowed 
to smoke excepting with a pipe having a 
cover, so that the ashes will not be scat- 
tered upon the street. 
Any one crossing the village on horse- 
back must set out of the saddle and lead 
the horse. 
A cuspidor shall be kept by the front 
door of each house, where it may be ac- 
cessible from the window. 
It is -iorbidden to cross'the village in a 
carriage or-to drive animals through the 
streets. 
'in addition to these established rules 
it is the custom for every citizen who 
sees a leaf or a bit of straw blown be- 
fore his house by the wind to pick it 
up and throw it into the canal. The 
people go 500 paces out of the village 
to dust their shoes. Dozens of boys 
are paid to blow the dust from be- 
tween the bricks in the streets four 
times an hour. In certain houses the 
guests are carried over the threshold 
so as not to soil the pavements. At 
one time the mania for cleaning in 
Broeck reached such a point that the 
housewives of the village neglected 
even their religious duties for scrub- 
bing and washing. The village pastor, 
after trying every sort of persuasion, 
preached a long sermon, in which he 
declared that every Dutchwoman \vho 
had faithfully fulfilled her duties to- 
ward God in this world would find in 
the next a house packed full of furni- 
ture and stored with the most various 
and precious articles -of use and orna- 
ment, which, not being distracted by 
other occupations, she would be able 
to brush, wash and polish for all eter-
